| The evening session of the first con- 
wention of the hospitals of Alberta, 
which was held in the First Presby- 
ferian church, 105th street on Wed- 
needay, was in the form of a public 
meeting, and was attended by a large 
‘number bf enthusiastic citizens. 

| The opening address of the evening 
‘was given by Alderman J. A. Kinney, 
{who gave a very clear and concise ex- 
jlanation of the workmen's compen- 
sation act, which act is of special re- 
lation to communities and hospitals. 
MyAt the outset, Mr. Kinney explained 
jthat, where the administration bf a 
workmen's compensation act is by @ 
;commission or board, powers are in- 
jariably given to such board to re- 
quire that employers take such meas- 
res as, in the opinion of the board, 
are necessary for the safety of their 
iworkmen. He stated, that the duties 
lof a conipensation board were not 
Ittmited to the collection of assessments, 
and the paying of compensation to in- 
jured workmen, but he added that the 
vorkmen’s compensation board of Al- 
berta would have in their near future, 
an efficient staff of inspectors whose 
fiuties it would be to see that the in- 
dustries of the province were made 
reasonably safe for all persons therein 
employed. 

$10 a Week. 

Ald. Kinney told the meeting that 
the amounts payable at the present 
time to an injured workman under 
the act, and without dependants, is ten 
dollars a week, and where there {is one 
dependant the amount would be 
twelve dollars per week and one dollar 
additional for each dependant up to 
sixteen dollars per week, and not more 
tn the whole than $2,500. In the case 
of fatal accidents, the amount payable 
to the dependants would be monthly 
payments not exceeding in the whole 
$2,500. 

“The board does not furnish medi- 
cal aid to workmen,” said the speaker, 
“but defrays the cost of same. Jn 
case of an accident happening to a 
workman during the course of his 
employment, any qualified physician 
may be secured and the cost of full

WASHINGTON, Oct, 22.—Ralilroad 
employees are prepared for a finish 
ag Gght with the railroad adainistration 
Aor increased wages t!me and a half 
overtime and tmproved working con- 
ditions, before the government sur- 
renders the roads to private comrol. 
Unmistakeable notice to this effect 
has been cerved by Timothy Shea, of 
the firemen, appearing - before the 
boarq of railway wages and working 
condftions, 

“If our demands for a living wage 
should not be met when the time ap- 
proaches for turning back the rail- 
roads to the private ownerg,” Mr. 
Shea said, in testimony which came 
public ténight, ‘‘we shall demand the 
fundamental rights of labor, the liv- 
Ing wage, the elght hour day on all 
federal controlled roads with time 
and one half for overtime, and other 
principles to which the government 
pledged itself during the war, and 
which have now been made a part 
of the treaty of peace.” 

While Mr, Shea was appearing on 
behalf of the firemen only, it has been 
recognized generally that wage in- 
creases for any one class of railroad 
employees meant an advance for all, 
to maintain equality between the 
workers. Furthermore, Mr. Shea said

FINAL EFFORT 
TO AVERT COAL 
STRIKE MADE 


Wage Increase Proposal Ignoriug 
Union Demands for Thirty- 
Hour Week 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—While 
committees representing miners and 
operators, meeting in ‘a final effort 
to avert the strike of half a million 
soft coal miners on November 1, were 
on the verge of parting for good. Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson held tthem to- 

ether, overnight at least, with a wage 
ncrease proposal that ignored union 
demands fora thirty hour week. 

There was every assurance that the 
operators would accept it, and every 
Indication that it would be rejected 
bodily by the miners. 

When the joint conference adjourn- 
ed until two o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon, it was with the understanding 
that the two groups wowd meet theh 
and make formal answer to the pro- 
posal] after separate consideration. 

Refusal of the mineors'to actepty wilt 
bring the conference to a close, and 
force government officials to resort to 
other means to prevent the closing of 
|the mines with the first approach of 


winter, 
The Offer, 


Secretary Wilgon's offer, which pre- 
vented actual disruption of the pro- 
ceedings, set forth the case as folfows: 

“That wages be increased at the 
expiration of the present contract In 
an amount equal to the differences be- 
tween {Increases in wages received by 
the mine workers sihce July, 1914, and 
the Increase :- the cost of diving since 
that date. 

“That the jncrease be effective from 
the termination of the present agree- 
ment until March 31, 1920. 

“That on these conditions the strike 
order be withdrawn and that the min- 
ers continue at work on these terms, 
that necotiations be entered into at 
the usual time for making the new 
scale effective after March 31, 1920.” 

The silence that, prevailed during 
the reading of the terms on which Mr, 
Wilson hoped to setthe the strike was 
rudely broken by a quick demand 
from John Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers’ of America, 
that the secretary explain what he 
meant in the opening paragraph of his 
statement, concerning expiration of 
the present contract. 

The secretary, bearing in mind that 
this was one of the princiyal issues 
in dispute, sald it would be a matter 
for negotiation. 

The miners have contended «hat the 
war time wage agreement under which 
they have been working ended with 
the armistice, while operators argue 
that it will hold until peace is fonmal- 
ly declared by ratification of the 
treaty,

— The autumn 
session of parliament opened in spirit.

MURDER CASE 
DEVELOPMENT 


Spirit River School Principal Is 
Charged with Being Acces- 
sory After F'act 


SON’S EVIDENCE 


Testifies Dougherty Had Violent 
Temper and Had Beaten 
Him Badly 


(Special to The Bulletin.) 

PBACE RIVER, Alta., Oct. 21.— 
The preimiinary hearing of Henriette 
Dougherty and Sam Drosyk befote 
Magistrate P. H, Belcher, was com- 
menced this afternoon at Grande 
Prairie for the murder of tha woman's 
husband, John Frances Dougherty, 
who disappeared from near Hythe 
about the 29th of May last, and whose 
remains 'were last Friday found in the 
{cellar of his own home by Corporal 
McLean and Constabie Sullivan of the 
A.P.P., following a considerable period 
of ‘investigation. W. J. McPhee of 
Grande Praltrie has been retained by 
the crown while Messrs, Eagar and 
Corbett are acting for the accused, 

That a very olever piece of detes- 
tive work was done by Constable Sul- 
livan was amply demonstrated when 
it was shown that suspicion was di- 
rected toward Mrs, Dougherty some 
time ago. Posing as a cattle buyer 
from Sexsmith, he made frequent 
visits to the Dougherty home with the 
result that he finally won his way into 
the confidence of Mrs. Dougherty. On 
several occasions siight remarks were 
made by her with reference to Dough- 
erty having left the country in ecarch 
of work and it was evident she had 
no inkling of the identity of her visit- 
or when she stated "I sometimes think 
Jack ig dead” following it up next day 


with “I really belleve Jack is dead 
and might be in the cellar.” Const- 
jable Sullivan thereupon invited her 


to show him where she th.ught he 
nmiight be and then Jeft for Beaver 
‘Lodge, returning later with Corporal 
{McLean and together they uncovered 
|the body of Dougherty which was 
later identified Py KE. Dougherty, the 
leleven years old gon of tle deceased. 

Corporal McLean and Constable 
Sullivan were the only two witnesses 
on the stand today,

He said that this was at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon and that he saw his 
mother approaching the house from 
the direction of a field to the north

BEAVER LODGE |Government Supporter Speaks 


Against Passage 


OTTAWA, Oct, 22.—The first bolter 
from the ranks of the government 
supporters on the Grand Trunk Dill 
was heard from this afternoon when 
the debate on the second reading of 
the bill was proceeded with. 

The objector to the government's 
proposals was Major-General H. H. 
McLean, liberal-unionist member for 
Royal, N.B. The major-general in ad- 
dition to declaring himself as being 
opposed to public ownership of rall- 
ways, créticized the details of the gov- 
ernment's plan were largely on the 
ground of cost. 

He painted a somewhat dark picture 
of the financial condition of the coun- 
try and declared that no reat harm 
would be done by deferring action In 
regard to the purchase of the Grand 
Trunk two or three years. 

Advice to Government. 

Major-General McLean expressed 
doubts as to the abiljty of the govern- 
ment to divorce politics from the con- 
trol of the government railways, ob- 
serving that the board of commission- 
ers would be named by the govern- 
ment and would have to do its bid- 
ding. He expressed the fear that Mac- 
Kenzie and Mann still have too much 
to say in connection with the manage- 
ment of the two government lines, His 
advice to the government was to “go 
slow, stop, look and listen.” He an- 
nounced that he would vote against 
the second reading of the bill. Major- 
General McLean said the people of St. 
John wanted some assurance that 
their port would not be neglected in 
favor of Portland. 

Warlier in the day, R. L. Richard- 
‘son, Springfield, speaking at some 
length, approved of the government's 
proposal for the acquisiiion of the 
Grand ‘Trunk system. Mr. Richardson 
maintained that Canada has suffered 
a great deal from the manipulation of 
railway corporations and that the time 
is past for showing them any consid- 
eration. The only way Canada could 
be recouped for past extravagancos, 
he said, was by securing this rallway 
which with good management could 
be made profitabie. 

The debate was continued by J. E. 
Armstrong, who argued that the ac- 
quisition of the Grand Trunk would 
enable the government system to tap 
the great manufacturing district of 
western Ontario.

BY SCIENCE IN 
RECENT WAR 


Professor Boyle Gives Lecture to 
Philosophical Society at the 
University 


The opening meeting of tho society 
was held on Tuesday, October 21st, 
when a large audience gathered to 
hear Professor Boyle, pmofestor of 
physics, lecture on the part science 
has played in the recent war. Prof. 


MacBachran, president of the society, 
presided and briefly introduced the 
lecturer, 

Prof. Boyle referred to colleagues 
and students in the university who 
had been engaged in war work; some 
of them would not return for they had 
“played the game and gone out.” 

At the outbreak of the war Great 
Britain had no organization of scien- 
tific men nor did the need for such 
organization become fully realized un- 
til the war had been in progress for 
some time. The agitation for the use 
of scientifically trained men in meet- 
ing the highly organized scientific ac- 
tivity of the enemy finally bore results 
in the appointment of the board of 
inventions and research. This was 
divided up into various sections and 
various problems were assigned to 
each. The first problems which led 
to the establishment of scientific or- 
ganization were in connection with the 
use of dyes and optical glass, in the 


| manufacture of which Germany held 
|a supreme place. 
{high explosives, star-shells, new and 


Later questions of 


improved search lights, electric teleg- 
raphy, telephony, direction finding and 
the location of enemy guns and ships, 
and the endless varieties of apparatus 
for army, navy and air forces, came 
up for solution in the discovery and 
perfection of appropriate instruments 
and devices. 

Prof. Boyle said that he would speak 
of what he was personally acquainted 
with, without however undertaking to 
describe methods or details of opera- 


| ton, 


Sound ranging was taken up by the 
French scientists in September, 1914, 
and by the British in September, 1915, 
He described the principle of locating 
a gun by the calculation of rates of 
motion of sound waves from. the 
source to various devices arranged over 
a considerable area. The practical 
difficulties to be overcome were enor- 
mous and the lecturer hinted at what 
must have been very difficult’ condl- 
tions under which to do the work. An- 
other important problem was that of 
secret signalling. A special group of 
workers, French and English, was set 
aside to deal with this. It was neces- 
sary to devise a eystem of signalling 
between ships {n such a manner that 
an enemy observer could not ascertain 
the presence of these ships, In the 
wireless systems he could tell that 
signalling was going on even though 
he could not decipher the code. 

Dr. Boyle spoke of the !mportant 
results obtained by this group of work- 
ers, predicting that the results of their 
investigations would undoubtedly be 
applied in post-war development, for 
the apparatus was brought to a high 
degree of utility shortly before the 
armistice. With search beams of high 
frequency elastic waves it is now pos- 
sible to sweep the seas for the detec- 
tion of surface or submerged objects 
like vessels, icebergs, submarines, 
mines and rocks, The search beam 
may also be used to make deep water 
soundings and along its course in the 
sea secret telegraphy, or telephony 
may be carried out. The beam en- 
ables a chasing ship to pick up and 
close in on a submarine situated about 
a mile away. 

Various problems were taken up and 
discussed by the lecturer, ench as Ils- 
tening devices of various sorts, mines 
and counter-mining, the leading of 
ships through a mined field, etc. He 
indicated the tremendous practical dif- 
ficulties which had to be overcome in 
the perfection of these devices and) 
apparatus. 

In closing, Dr. Boyle referred to the 
work of the British sailors and pa- 
trolling fleet, especially the anxillary 
naval fleet, of which nothing much 
has been sald in the way of praise. He 
asserted that it was known that by 
August, 1918, the British ships had 
captured at least 150 sub-commanders 
out of a total of 208 or 210 captured 
by the allies throughout the war. The 
credit for bringing the submarine 
campaign to an end was mostly due 
to British ships and British eatlors. 

A very hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded to Prof. Boyto for his inter- 
esting lecture.

He went.to the house 
of J. D, Hunt, clerk of the executive 
council, nearby, and telephoned to the 
police. Sergeant Fraser at once took 
action to render ail the aid possible. 
Sergeant Rail and Constable Howey 
at once went off to the scene of the 
affair, and following them, Dr. 
Braithwaite, who had received infor- 
mation from the police, the fire chief 
and autos from the department and 
piso ambulances of McCoppen and 
Connelly & McKinley. 

On arriving, there. it was found,

At the meeting held at All Saints’ 
school room on the afternoon of the 
2ist by the Edmonton branch of the 
Alberta Humane society an Investiga- 
tlon was made relating to the number 
of cattle and horses that are brought 
into this district or through the city 
on the rallroads, 

The fact that animals are not fed 
and watered as they should be was 
clearly established, and that owing to 
careless shunting of cars, many ani- 
mals are very badly hurt and bruised, 
is undoubtedly the truth, 

If a carload of valuable animals 
could be brought to the city for ex- 
hibition purposes without being in- 
jured from Ontario, it is certainly pos- 
sible to bring animals from Lethe 
bridge or Calgary in good condition 
without having their heads battered 
up, as they frequently are, 

A thorough investigation of these 
conditions is to be made and further 
Information will soon be available, as 
the society is determined to stop tne 
abuse of animals, which has become 
worse during the past few months. 

Any one wishing to know Low an 
animal suffers through careless shunte 
ing of cars, let him try standing in a 
street car without using his hands to 
steady himself, especially if i{t is 
crowded. The poor animal has no 
means of protecting himself and those 
at both ends of the ¢ar are driven 
with great violence back and forth, 
with the result that they are very 
seriously hurt.

A Winnipeg officer of the Do-

Who’s Who? 


The election over, the process of 
trying to find out who won is now 
under way in Ontario.

date J. W. Findlay regarding the 
vower plant is remarkable for the 
Cact that he succeeds in filling half a 
column with assertions, not one of 
which are correct. Any comiiunica- 
tion containing 100 per cent. pr-ut is 
remarkable, even for Edmonton iet- 
ter writers. The best way to treat 
Mr. Findlay’s communication {s to set 
some of its assertions along side that 
of Superintendent Parsous, to whom 
he throws a bouquet. The “bouquet” 
|by the way, must also be inaccuracy, 
as the 6 superintendent of the 
Power plant. flatly contradicts the fi- 
gures of Candidate Findlay in the re- 
port for the year 1913, issued during 
the summer of 1914, and known as 
the City’s MacIntosh and Hyde Re- 
Port, after the Montreal auditors who 
rendered the $10,000 report on civic 
business, , The facts of power costs 
‘e these: 

The power plant has an involce val- 
ue cf about $2,030,000, and a sinking 
fund has been accumulated of about 
a half million which~has, in fine with 
the policy of the city, been invested 
in ‘Securities.’ The fixed charges on 
the plant consist of interest, sinking 
tund and insurance, the wear and tear 
being supposedly taken care of in op- 
eration. The fixed charges in the last 
annual statement of the plant amount- 
ed to over $90,000, but cver $12,000 
of this was accounted for by an over- 
expenditure under bylaw 526, the elim. 
lination of which in a normal calcula- 
jtion would leave the actual fixed 
jcharge at slightly over $70,000, which 
decreases as the qebentures are retir- 
ied and the capital charges against the 
|plant were thus reduced, 

The outline of the plant by Candi- 
date Findlay does not coincide with 
the details of the plant given by Supt. 
Parsons, and entirely omits mention 
of the gas producer plant, which ac- 
tually produced 25 per cent. of the 
electricity consumed in 1913. of 
course this omission may be a matter 
of ‘no concern to Mr. Findlay, but to 
the ratepayer who is anxious to under- 
stand the power situatfon it is vital, 
especially if he is a ratepayer who 
pays for power, and who has paid 
rates charged under municipal man- 
agement, and the reduced rates charg- 
ed when the plant was privately oper- 
ated. The statement js made by Cand!- 
date Findlay that electricity was pro- 
duced at two cents flat by the city 
during 1913, 1914 or 1915. Regarding 
the year he {s not explicit. As the 
charges varieq during these years it 
is necessary that some definite year 
be selected. But tm spite of the varia- 
tion in cost it is safe to show from the 
reports of the civic: officials tha 
power was never manufactured at 2 
per kilowatt hour including fixed 
charges. 

The power plant charged the elec- 
tric Light department the sum _ of 
$451,223.66 for the delivery of 18,490,- 
590 kilowatt bours. The power plant 
charged the street railway $224,041.70 
for current traction.’ The power plant 
also charged the waterworks depart- 
ment $162,744.86 for water pumped. 
That ts, the city, through its power- 
using departments actually paid a 
total of $838,010.22 to ‘the power 
plant for operatton and fixed charges 
That fs, it actually cost the city half 
the value of the plant to operate for 
the fourteen months ending December 
31, 1914. (See 1913 an. report, pages 
267 and 275.) The total number of 
kilowatt hours involved in Serving the 
various departments would have re- 
quired to have been about 42,000,000 
to bring about the 2c rate mentioned 
by Candidate Findlay, As a matter 
of fact, the quantity was about haift 
that amount — 23,973,977 kilowatt 
hours, as a result, the cost of produc- 
tion about twice what it is declared to 
be by Mr. Findiay. Supt. Parsons 
himself places the cost at 8.344 to the 
electric light and power department; 
at 2.282 to the street railway, and at 
7.66 to the waterworks depariment; 
(the latter involving pumping.) 

A careful perusal of the superinten- 
dent's report snows that these were 
\the actual charges, except for an ad- 
{ditional charge made for the dismantil- 
ing of an Inglis pump, which had fall- 
en into discredit and disuse, and was 
charged up to the power and light 
user. :

that the doctors [n many cases, negiect | 
to make the necedsary reports to tho 
board of their attendance to an In- 
jured workman, and that there were/ 
many cases where payments to in- 
jured workmen were held up owing | 
to the doctor neglecting to make these 
first reports. He added that there 
were also a number of doctors who 
neciected to forward the progress re- 
ports required by the act, which were 
necessary in order that tho board 
might make the required payments to) 
the injured workman promptly. 

In conclusion the speaker sajd, “The 
board is aware that it ig only by the 
co-operation of the workmen, physi- 
cians, employers and hospitals that we 
can hope to succeed in the adminis- 
tration of the act.” “In view of what 
I have already said," added Mr. Kin- 
ney, ‘we would like to meet a com- 
mittee representing the hospitals of 
the province so that some form could 
be adopted on: which the hospitals 
might convey the necessary informa- 
tion to the board. We might also 
agree on a achedule of hospital 
charges in connection with the hospi- 
tal attention furnished to such work- 
men who come within the scope of the 
act, and who are treated in various 
hospitals in the province.” 


Address Postponed. 


An address on the practical way tn 
which the red cross aims at the solu- 
tion of health problems in tho pro- 
vince, was listed among the addresses 
to be given on Wednesday evening, by 
Mrs. GC. B. Waagen, of Calgary, who is 
the honorary secretary of the red cross 
pociety, Alberta provincial branch. Un- 
fortunately, it had to be cancelled, 
owing to fliness of her husband. It 
was later announced at the meeting 
by the chairman, Rev. J. E. Murrell 
‘Wright, that news had just been re- 
ceived of the death of Mrs. Waagen's 
husband on Wednesday evening.

‘Disease Is the open enemy of the 
state,” went on the Speaker, “and it 
strikes down het workers and decim- 
ates her citizens, The sick men or 
women becomes an economic state 
prodiem, and while hospitals to com- 
bat disease are the product of the 
shepherd instinct in ‘humanity, ef- 
ficiency is demanded of horpitals to- 
day, not only on humanitarian, but 
also on economic grounds. It fa the 
interest of the state to see that all 
the appliances known to modern 
eurgical, medical and nursing science, 
are available to every citizen when 
aicknes: overtakes, To tho science of 
economics, the eick man becomes a 
hon-productive unit of the state, and 
the state must be seriously interested | 
in Dringing him back as epecdily as 
possible into the ranks of ita workers 


fon 


Canon Wright went ‘on to say that 
the hospitals of the province have 
every reason to be congratulated tn 
the fact that to the best of their ability 
they have responded to, and are meet- 
ing the call upon them, but the result 
{s inevitable that the financlal expen- 
diture is greatly in excess of Income 
He said that large and increasing de- 
ficitts are incurred, developments and 
{improvements delayed, or undertaken 
in fear and trepidation, For an ex- 
ample, he pointed out that there Its 
going to be an insistent call for an 
eight-hour day for nurses, which alone} 
will mean a latger eataff, more accom- 
modation In nurses’ homes and a gen- 
eral {Increased expenditure all round, 
without creating any Increase in rev- 
enue to meet it. 


The Training School. 


The apeaker next referred to the 
question of the training school, etating 
that hoapitais maintaining an effictent 
echool are certainly doing a service to 
the state. Iie remarked that this} 
should be met with some special bonus 
or recognition from the government. 
“The government might call for a 
standard school course and a mini- 
mum of equipment, without which the 
echool would not be recognized,” he 
sald. “here might be tests and ex- 
plantations set by the untversity before 
the granting of a diploma, and the 
government could well bonus the hos- 
pital according to the number of 
nurses in training and results obtained. 
$100 per pupil graduating with gov- 
ernment diploma is what I would sug- 
gest.” Ho then expressed his strong 
desire for the convention to make an 
appeal to the, provincial government 
to centralize its efforts upon the es- 
tablishment of a standardized hospital 
aystem, which shall be worthy of Al- 
b¥rta, and second to none in Canada. 

“The public are calling for @ better 
and more extenaive hospital service, 
and the minister of health may rest 
assured that public sentiment will be 
behind any government that makes 
ample provision for well-conducted 
and government inspected hospitals, 
which consider the greatest happiness 
to the greatest number, We can sin- 
cerely congratulate the government,” 
added Canon Wright, “upon its at- 
tempt, through the municipal hospi- 
tals act of 1919, to extend hospital ac- 
commodation, and ask that the same 
appreciative sense in pressing need be 
turned towards solving the financial 
problem of all existing hospitals by 
giving more adequate support.”

Every City and 
District Will Win 
My Flag” 


When Edward, Prince of Wales—eager, 
bright eyed, smiling and sincere—arrived in 
Canada in August, and when he voiced his 
great admiration of the wonderful achievements 
of Canadians, on the fields of battle and at 
home, once again we were thrilled with joyous 
pride, 

He asked concerning Canada’s reconstruc- 
tion programme, and when he was told of the 
Victory Loan 1919, he graciously consented to 
the use of his Coat of Arms on a flag, which is 
to be the, prize of honour for districts achieving 
their quota in the loan. 

In dedicating “The Prince’s Flag” at Ottawa 
on Labor Day, His Royal Highness said in part:— 


“It is a great joy to me to be associated with | 


the loan, which is the bridge between war and 
peace, and which is finishing off the job.” 

“T hope every city and district will win my 
flag.” : 

Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag 
will form not only an uniqus memento of 
Victory Year, but a lasting and outstanding 
souvenir of the visit of His Royal Highness—a 
visit which will remain as one of the most 
memorable events in Canada’s history. —

The reproduction above shows the design: of the flag. 


’ The body is white, the edge red; in the upper left hand 


corner is the Union Jack, and in the lower right hand 
corner the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms. 

The flag is made in two sizes, 4 feet 6 inches by 9 feet 
for. small cities, towns and villages, and 7 feet by 13 feet 
6 inches for cities of over 10,000 population. 

Canada has been divided into canvassing districts by 
the Victory Loan Organization. Each city forms one 
district. Other districts have been determined according 
to population. 

Each of these canvassing districts has been allotted a 
certain amount in Victory Bonds to sell. To win the 
Prince’s Flag, therefore, a district has to sell its allot- 
ment. That is the one and simple condition. 

Anticipating that many districts will buy far beyond 
their allotment, the organization decided that for each 
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twenty-iive ver cent. excess of the quota one Prince of 
Wales’ Crest be awarded. Thus the workers in a district 
doubling its quota will be the proud winners of four 
small crests for their Honour Flag. These crests will be 
sewn to the flag. The Prince’s Crest—the three ostrich 
plumes—is shown at the top of the coat of arms. 

To every organization with fifty or more employees, 
where seventy-five per cent. of the enrollment invests a 
total of ten per cent. of the annual payroll in Victory 
Bonds, a supplementary Prince of Wales Flag in smaller 
form—48 inches by 34 inches—will be awarded. 

The allotment for each district has been carefully 
considered, and is based on a conservative estimate of 
the purchasing power of the district. 

Your district can sell its allotment and thus win the 
Prince’s Flag, provided each person does his or her share. 

You will gladly do your part and encourage your 
neighbour to do his. 

Remember YOUR purchase may be the one that 
decides whether or not your district is to be the proud 
possessor of the Prince’s Flag.

A. McDougall and Mayor Clarke, and 
Dr. McQueen having offered prayer, 
the convention was in ful swing. 

Mayor Clarke welcomed tho dele- 
gates on behalf of the city, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the convention 
would be the means of breaking down 
the prejudice that seems to exist 
against hospitals, So many pe>ple, he 
thought, would not go to a hozpital 
if at all possible, preferring to he 
treated at home. ‘That, he confesesd, 
was his own feeling, and he thougitt 
it must be general. He said he knew 
that the convention would do_much 
to make for a more friendly feeling 
between the sick people and the hos- 
pitals, 

J. A, McDougall, president of tne 
Edmonton Hospital board, also gpeak- 
ing in welcome to the delegates, ex- 
tended the invitation te them to the 
dinner at the Macdonald hotel, and 
expressed the Gesire to see a hospital 
association formed for the province 
so that in the union of the hospitals 
there might be full strength and in- 
fluence exerted and much good done 
which could not be accomplished hy 
individual effort.
